T he rise of th e H itlerites from 12 seats in th e r d elist ag in 1928 to 
107 seats in 1930 was m eteoric—across the R hine it was a t first regarded 
as a portent, of iii om en; but already it has lost m uch of its power to 
piarm . C hancellor B ruening and the grim old president of th e reicn 
have done m uch to clip Adolf's wings, w ith th e support of tile prepon­ 
d eran t Social D em ocrats and o th er m oderate groups. Only th e m ove­ 
m ent for custom s union w ith A ustria at all parallels anyone of the 
tw enty-five planks in th e fascist program for rescuing G erm any from 
its present economic and political dilem m a.

W hen it was discovered th a t in practice th e oil of u ltra nationalism 
could not be m ade to mix w ith the w ater of com m unism people began 
to analyze his panacea, which they had swallowed before th e last elec­ 
tions w ithout question, and to lind it not only fallible, but nonsensical. 

The serious dis- 
kK ation of the w orlds economic structure by the war and its afterm ath 
produced a depression th at started people thinking; and as is usually 
ihe case a fter such upheavals, certain elem ents have carried their search 
lo ’- a rem edy into im practical corners.
